BURNING FIERCELY 


Fires started at oil tanks and refineries at 
Politz, near Stettin, were so extensive and 
burning so fiercely that it was impossible for 
the raiding crews to see the flashes of their 
own bomb-bursts. 

Late arrivals reported large buildings burn- 
ing fiercely. They added their bombs to the 
blaze, and could see the fires still raging 
when they were well on their way homeward 
—in ona case. sixty miles. 

In South-East Germany another heavy 
bomber force successfully attacked the oil re- 
finery at Regensburg, on the River Danube. 

Five big fires were started at a large 
mineral] ‘oil installation at Hamburg. 

The aerodromes at Karlsrube and Wurz- 
burg were successfully attacked, also a rail- 
way bridge over an Autobahn, near Nurem- 
burg, where large fires were caused in the 
nearby woods. 


3 GERMAN FORESTS 


‘Continuing their attacks on military objec- 
tives concealed in German forests, R.A.F. 
bombers again visited the Black Forest, near 
the Swiss frontier, and the Oberharz moun- 
tains, south of Berlin.

A judgment given in the London King’s 
Bench Division yesterday was stated to affect 
claims involving goods worth millions of 
pounds, 

Mr. Justice Hilbery decided in favour of 
three Lloyds Underwriters against whom 
test actions had been brought by the owners 
of cargo lost when German ships reached 
Germany or were scuttled after the war 
began. The ships concerned ~ere the W an- 
goni, which reached Hamburg, and the Halle 
and the Minden which were scuttled. 


The Judge found that when the master ot 
the Minden decided to leave lio at the direc- 
tion of the German Government to take his 
ship to Germany he abandoned the * common 
adventure’’ which the insurance policy 


covered, and the underwriters were not on 
the risk at the time the vesse! was scuttled. 

The scuttling was not a piece of bad faith 
to the cargo owners for which they could 
claim against the insurers. It was an act 
of ‘‘restraint of princes or peoples” of the 
belligerent kind not insured against. 

In the case of the Wangoni, the Judge 
found that the master also acted on German 
orders, and that the adventure was [rus 
trated and the goods not covered by the 
policy. The same considerations applied to 
the Halle.
